objection.

The Chair recogaiva the gentleman 
from Ohio CMr. Tragic anti. 

Mr. TRAGIC ANT. Mr. Speaker, 1 
yield myself such time *s I may 
corgmae. 

Mr. Speaker, a.R. SSI, as amended* 
will protect Federal workers and mem¬ 
bers of the jmblic who Visit Federal 
buildings from the aeriotie health haz¬ 
ard of environmental tobacco smoke 
£ST$3, also known a* secondhand 
smoke. This smoke harms not only the 
smoker, but also the innocent non- 
smoker. 

In January 13&3, the Environmental 
Protection Agency Issued a report on 
the effects of secondhand smoke cn 
nongmoksrs. The report concluded that 
secondhand amok# ia & group % human 
carcinogen and is responsible for ap¬ 
proximately 3,GCG l ung cancer deaths 
each year in nonsmoking adults. 

This report led me to introduce SIR. 
£31. ths Ban on Smoking in Federal 
Buildings Act on February 15, 2993. Aa 
Introduced, the legislation -called for a 
complete ban on smoking ia any indoor 
portion of Federal building*. 

After a series of public hearings the 
Mil was amended to provide reasonable 
exceptions to the total ban an smok¬ 
ing. Yet, It still provides the protection 
that nansmokers require. I believe we 
have addressed tide matter of fairness 
In the legislation and this has resulted 
In the hill having 44 cosponsors and bi¬ 
partisan support. 

The committee held 2 days of bal¬ 
anced, ccmprshensivB hearings on this 
legislation* The witnesses included the 
then Burgeon General Antonia C. 
Novfillo, who stated that the Depart¬ 
ment of Human Service* supported the 
objectives of. H.R. and added that 
tobacco uaa and exposure to tobacco 
smoke are harmful And can lead to dis¬ 
ease, disability, and oven death. 

The Commlaeianer of the Public 
Buildings Service from the General 
Services Administration [GSAl alec 
testified that GSA supported a ban on 
smoking 1 in Federal buildings. Accord¬ 
ing to the Commiaadoner, GSA Houses 
about 1 million Federal employees in 
7.800 owned and leaded buildings. GSA'a 
current regulations on smoking limit 
smoking to designated rooms, but be¬ 
cause of the common practice in com¬ 
mercial buildings of recirculating air, 
room designation does not atop the 
spread of smoka. In addition, the wit¬ 
ness stated that although reauirtgg 
separately ventilated rooms for amok- 
era would be more effective, it might 
result in a large expense ranging from 
358.5 to $$7£ million. 

Two expert witnesses opposed H.S. 
sal* There specific criticism focused on 
EFA’a scientific methodology. However 
the expert panel of UFA official*, stat¬ 
isticians, and scientists defend ad the 


methodology and the results of the 
EPA report. 

If anyone doubt the seriousness of 
smoking as a health feas&rd* it is Im¬ 
portant to realise that the Department 
of Labor is already awarding damages 
in instance a of smoke in the workplace, 
The director of the office of workers' 
compensation programs Department of 
Labor, testified at the hearing that 
under the Federal Smployeee Com¬ 
pensation Act, the program has award¬ 
ed compensation benefits to Federal 
err. pi eye as who have been affected by 
tobacco smoke in the workplace. 

States that have banned smoking in 
their public facilities include Califor¬ 
nia, New Jersey, Ohio, Maryland* 
Michigan, Utah, Idaho, and others, as 
well as cities. 

The chairman of the Department of 
Critical Cars Medicine, St. Francis 
Medical Center 9Jid Society of Critical 
Cart Medicine, Pittsburgh. PA wag an¬ 
other expert witness In support of the 
ban on smoking. He testified that in 
children, secondhand smoke clearly in¬ 
creases the risk of lower respiratory 
tract infections, Including bronchitis 
and pneumonia, resulting in the hoa- 
pitaliE&tiaa of 7,500 to 15,000 Infants 
and children each year. This expert far¬ 
ther testified thftt we must ensure that 
scarce and expensive health .care re¬ 
sources are allocated in the meet effi¬ 
cient manner possible. Too many other 
unpredictable and unpresentable ill¬ 
nesses and injuries require our atten¬ 
tion. 

K.R, B&U as amended, would baa 
smoking in any indoor portion of a 
Federal building, subject to specified 
exceptions The primary exception fa 
that the designated smoking area be 
ventilated separately from other in¬ 
door portions of the building. The 
other two exceptions addres* the issue 
of equivalency in separate ventilation 
techniques and in quality measure¬ 
ment®. 

Finally, no later than 2 years after 
enactment, GSA is required to submit 
a report fco the House and Senate Pub¬ 
lic Works Committees and bhs Hoeae 
Committee on Government Operation® 
on compliance with the act and on re¬ 
search and development conducted by 
the administrator on method* of ven¬ 
tilation which are at least a* effective 
as separate ventilation. 

The definition section clarifies which 
Federal enfcitte* wifi be covered by the 
act. For instance, the following enti¬ 
tles would not be covered: Any building 
or ether structure on a military instal¬ 
lation any health care facility under 
the Jurisdiction of tfco Secretary of 
Veterans Affaire or any ares, of n build¬ 
ing used primarily as living quarters. 

It is important to note that another 
prevision ensures that this act will act 
preempt a more restrictive provision in 
any state or local law. 

H-H. 881 is vary significant legisla¬ 
tion that would have Congress take a 
leadership portion for the Nation in 
pretexting our citirenB from the hsx~ 
arda of secondary tmokA It Is a- very 


serious health issue that needs to be 
addressed now. I urge your strong sup¬ 
port for H.R, 881. 

Mr- Speaker, I reserve the balance of 
my time. 

Mr, FETBfi Mr, Speaker, I yield my¬

Mr. Speaker, I rise in support of H.R. 
881, a bill to baa smoking in Federal 
buildi^a Aa we come to the and of the 
first session of the lC3d Congress, on 
behalf of the gentleman from Ten¬ 
nessee [Mr. DoncanL ranking Repub¬ 
lican on the Public Buildings and 
Grounds Subcommittee, I wieh to con¬ 
gratulate my colleague, the chairman 
of the Subcommittee on Public Build¬ 
ings and Grounds, tha gentleman from 
Ohio [Mr. TSAiTCANT], who haa shown 
vpiiited bipartisan leadership in this, 
and other legislation that the sub¬ 
committee baa considered and pae&ed 
thia session. I also wish to congratu¬ 
late the Tice chair of the subcommit¬ 
tee, the Delegate from the District of 
Columbia, Ma. Norton who has brought 
enthusiasm, Intelligence, and a sense of 
commitment to the subcommittee. Yon 
should be proud of your legislative ac¬ 
complishment*. which have included 
passage of Columbia Hospital for 
Women, an ambitious GSA capital in¬ 
vestment program, the African-Amer- 
icarn Museum OR the Mall, needed 
changes to the Smithsonian building 
program, numerous naming bill#, and 
last a Chang* to the manner of scoring 
real estate transactions. You have es¬ 
tablished, and executed aa ambitious 
legislative program. You have also 
joined the ranking Republican on the 
Public Building and Grounds Sub¬ 
committee in seeking out wasteful 
spending in construction of Federal 
buildings, end I bcUsve our efforts have 
truly made a difference. Whether it l* a 
project in your State or mine, you 
stood with me In assuring the Amer¬ 
ican taxpayer that Federal building 
construction projects wsre no longer 
rubber stamped by this subcommittee, 
but were rigorously examined and scru¬ 
tinized before approval. 

The bill before us now, H.R. 381, 
would, 180 days after enactment, ban 
smoking in Federal buildings. This ban 
would extend to buildings cf the legis¬ 
lative, judicial and executive branch, 
but would exempt DCD facilities. Vet¬ 
erans Department health c&re facilities 
and Government housing. The bill al¬ 
lows for smoking in areae of buildings 
that would b« separately ventilated, or 
ventilated using a method that Is at 
least ae effective aa if the area is sepa¬ 
rately ventilated, or is ventilated in 
accordance with Federal indoor air 
quality standard? for environmental 
tobacco smoke, if such standards are la 
effect. 

The Subcommittee oa Public Build¬ 
ings and Grounds held 2 days of hear¬ 
ings on HJR. S8l t and compiled a hear¬ 
ing record of 567 pag$« of written mate¬ 
rial on the bill. Witness Included, the 
Surgeon General, SPA, 08HA. GSA, 
OPM, private physicians, epddeniiofe- 
Stets, building design expert#, rep 
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resenxaUv^s of the Tobacco Institute, 
the American Lung Association. and 
Members of Congreee- Numerous meet¬ 
ings a^d deliberations were held. An 
earlier oversight hearing was held Oh 
Ulc statue of srnofclag regnlafciotir is 
Federal buil&frgs. This bill la a product 
of these activities. I believe this i$ a 
sensible bill which addresses the issue 
of aecondhfijil emotes is ths Federal 
workplace* while respecting the rights 
of individuals. We have balanced to 
need for a more healthy Indoor envi¬ 
ronment without punjahjag thoe^ who 
choose to smoke. I support this bill and 
urge xr.S colleagues- to vote for this bill.

Mr. ANDREWS of Texas. Mr. Spey¬ 
er, I am curious is that when 1 was lis¬ 
tening to the gentleman 1 * remarks why 
the ■Veterans 1 Administration hsslch 
facilities are axcipaed from the bill. 
Possibly I misheard the gentleman. 
Would he, please, explain that to me? 

Mr, TEAFICANT. Mr. Speaker, will 
the gentleman yield? 

Mr. PETRI. I am happy to yield to 
the gentleman from Ohio £Mr, Trafi- 
GAirr], t h& chairman of the subcommit¬ 
tee, lot a definitive response to tits 
gentleman’s <juestion. 

Mr. TRAF7CANT, M>. Speaker* we 
felt it wa* wry important. Our msdor 
concern was the workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion ca*e* in the Federal workplace 
and the General Services Administra¬ 
tion. 

Our committee has jurisdiction over 
the arsaa in which, we have brought for¬ 
ward, and we left other areas 

open for the interpretation of Congress 
through the process fco be addressed. 

The gentl3i$an from Illinois [Mr. 
Dursin} is here. Hs fans played a leader¬ 
ship role and has already addressed 
these rules, and what we are trying to 
do is get a specific piece of legfelatdon 
moved forward that would affect our 
workplace relative to the workmen’* 
compensation issue and other#.

And that will be addressed in com¬ 
prehensive programming down the line 
by other committees. 

Mr. ANDREWS of Texas, If ths gran- 
tlaman would continue fco yield for one 
more ejection, I appreciate the oppor¬ 
tunity to ash it. Veterans 1 hospitals 
certainly is an w»& that the Congress 
has looked at before and tried to cease 
smoking in fchoso hospitals* especially 
becauee almost every other hospital in 
this country has eliminated smoking 
from those facilities. ‘ 

This bill does not address that. It is 
certainly an area I would think the 
Congress would want to look at. 

Mr, TRAFICANT. If fcha gentleman 
would continue to yield, the Commit¬ 
tee cn Veterans' Affairs is looking at 
this. Ab this bill go<se through the proo¬ 
fs, all of these other concerns that are 
salient to the bill and important will 
be dealt with. The hill has been strewn- 


lta*d to deal with the Federal work¬ 
place, which falls under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of our committee. It deals with 
the issue ot health-related workers 
compensation cases that have already 
been awarded in regard to those veter¬ 
ans who have been espoeed. So those 
things will be put on the table as the 
bill goes through the process where 
these other committee* have jurisdic¬ 
tion and will be working their will. 

Mr, ANDERS cf Texas. I thank the 
gentlem an fo r his response. 

Mr, PETTU. Mr. Speaker, I have no 
further requests fox time, &sd I yield 
back the balance of my time. 

Mr* TRAFICAKT. Mr. Speaker. I 
yield 3 minutes to the gentleman from

Mr, VALENTINS. Mr, Speaker. I 
thank the gentleman for yielding* this 
time fco me, 

Mr. Speaker, I rise in opposition to 

H.s. m. 

Tais legislation is simply unfair—un¬ 
fair tc thoec Federal workers who 
choose to smoke; 'unfair fco those oifcl- 
sens who smoke and whose business 
take* them into Federal oulldln^c; and 
unfair to the thousands of America n£ k 
including many in North Carolina. who 
earn an honest and honorable living 
from tobacco production. 

It seems to mo that we should be able 
to accommodate both gnolera and 
scr am okays and protect the legitimate 
rights of each, indeed, legislation we 
passed fce eetabli&h rules for the use of 
tobacco in veterans hospitals proves 
that It is possible to implement a rea¬ 
sonable policy that does not trample 
on the Tight* of either group. 

Moreover* tbs policy that has been 
put into effect right hero in the House 
office buildings demonstrates this flact 
clearly* The designated public smoking 
area in the Rayburn. Building is right 
outside my office- Although the major¬ 
ity of my staff members are non- 
smokers, I am unaware of even a single 
complaint from anyone about this 
smoking area. 

Despite tbesa examples of how to dD 
it right, the legislation we are consid¬ 
ering today fails the basic fainues* test. 
Although it has been dreeeed up with 
rhetoric that appears, at least super- 
a daily, to allow for separate smoking 
areas, the practical effect cf this bill la 
crystal clear: it will effectively ban 
smoking in Federal office building#. 

My colleagues on the other side of 
this issue will emphatically deny that 
this bill is designed to ban smoking. 
But* the evidence to the contrary Is 
clear. When this bill was resented to 
the Congreealoiatl Budget Office for a 
cost estimate, the cost of implement¬ 
ing this legislation was estimated at 
between zero and s$0 million- The CBO 
was astute enough to realize that the 
de facto result of this legislation 
would, for the meet port by a complete 


ban* rather than a reasonable com¬ 
promise. 

Lfet there be no doubt about this: the 
requirement for a. separate ventilation 
System for smoking areas -will make 
the cost of establishing such areas pro¬ 
hibitive. 

Let there also be no doubt about one 
other fact: th&fc fundaments^ unfair¬ 
ness of this bill could be fixed easily. 
Simply providing that smokittg *t*ojb 
be separated from other tsrsas and that 
the Air from smoking areas be ex¬ 
hausted directly outeias the building 
would allow limited emofcing and 
would protect nocsmoksre from envi¬ 
ronmental tobacco emote. 

We know that this reasonable solu¬ 
tion works—it is what we are doing 
here In the Hcuss of Representative*. If 
it is good enough for the Congress, why 
is St not good encash tor executive 
branch employees? Why is it not good 
enough for citiaens who visit Federal 
building#? 

We have s. eolation Acte in the Hcote 
that la both fhir and effect!vs—why not 
apply It sotom the Government? 

Mr. Speaker, I had hoped thac we 
could reach a lair a elution that re¬ 
spects the interest of smokers *oC nou- 
smoksrs. Instead* we -are faced with a 
heavy handed moaaor® that will hurt 
many more people than the Fitderai 
workers who ar« moefc dh^ctly af¬ 
fected- I am opposed to this punitive 
bill. 

Mr. T&AFICANT. Mr. Speaker, I 
yield each time as he may consume te 
the gentleman from Illinois DMX. fib's- 
bug who is the leader In the House an 
this particular iaeue. 

Mr- Speaker* my subcommittee dealt 
with the issue at hand, but Dick Dur¬ 
bin is without doubt a leader this Na¬ 
tion should respect. He is now one of 
the cardinals in the Cos grass, head of 
the Subcommittee on Agriculture, 

Burs! Development* Food and Drag Ad¬ 
ministration* and related agencies of 
the Committee on Appropriations. 

Mr, DURBIN. I thank the gentleman 
from Ohio. 

Mr* Speaker, I want to salute fcho 
gentleman from Ohio [Mr. TaAktOAKrl 
for his tenacity and leadership on this 
i«ue* I can tell ytra that t have been 
working on this Issue for many years 
with the genrieaoan from Tsxa* [Mr. 
Andrews], the gentleman from Okla¬ 
homa [Mr. SyxaSt] and many, znacy 
others on both sides of the aisle, but 
ifr. Traficant has shown an extraor¬ 
dinary gift in bringing this bill to the 
floor today, and I wunfc to salute him 
and his staff for their hard work in ~ 
bringing it to our* attention and consid- 
oration.

3>.t me spoak tor a moment to the , ^ 
point raised by my friend—and he is 
my friend—and. fallow colleague from OT> 
North Carolina, the gentleman who 
spoke just before me. In that situation, __ 
the gentleman raited a au^sticn as to QO 
whether or not we were getting* $. sepa- 
rate standard Cor Congxaas is opposed 
to the rest of the Nation. Let me make 
it clear this bill applies to all three Q© 
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bran4b.es of the Federal Government, 
that the standard that Will bo applied 
to Federal bonding* and workers in 
those buildings win apply a& well 
to Members of CaDgre** and the build¬ 
ings that we occupy here an Capitol 
Hill. 


For over a year t have been fighting- 
a battle to try to bring sanity and a 
smoking policy to the House side of 
Capitol Hill, With limited succaaa. As I 
walked in today to begin this debate, X 
had to walk through a cloud of amoka 
right onto Ida this Chamber, and we 
supposedly have a policy of only ailow¬ 
ing smoking in separately ventilated 
areas. It is not being enforced. 

The same is true down In the House 
dining room and many other areaa. We 
need what this bill offer*, a standard 
uniform national approach to all Fed¬ 
eral building*, including Vs* buildings 
occupied by Mscabere of Congress. 

My friend,, the gentleman from Texas 
[Mr. Andrews] raised a question as to 
whether VA hospitals should be ex¬ 


empt. In my opinion they should not. 
But I will not criticise the author of 
this legislation for excluding them. 

When I first introduced legislation to 
ban smoking on airplane*, the first 
draft of the bill only banned it on 
flights of 2 hour* or lew, Then a year 
or 2 later it wae expanded to virtually 
*11 flights in America. 

We had to accept a compromise to 
make our point. 

I salute the gentisman fbr the com¬ 
promises he thinks will be aeceeaary. 


But make no mistake, veterans as well 
a* the doctors and medical personnel in 
VA hoepiUla have the same right to be 
protected from second-hand smoke as 
anyone else. And I hope that thi» legis¬ 
lation passee. And we can then aee fol¬ 
low-on legislation to protect them as 
well U people working on military in¬ 


stallations. 

Boms units of the Federal govern¬ 
ment have already stepped out and 
shown leadership here. The Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Service*, 
the U.S. Fcetal Service, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency have al¬ 
ready banned smoking on their prem¬ 


ise*. 


I am sorry to say the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment la really not leading the way 
here* Moet of America la way ahead of 
Congress and the Federal Government 
on this issue. Try to go into a State 
government office now and find people 
smoking; you will not find it. They re¬ 
alise a* everyone else does that that is 
an imposition on ncnamoker* and 
should not be allowed. 

I think frankly 1 am glad to see the 
Federal Government in a way catching 
up, mad I salute the gentleman from 
Ohio CMr. TKACTCA.VT] for pushing this 
Issue. But we will have to fight this 
every step of the way. The tobacco 
lobby and its friends cm Capitol Hal 
will resist this change a* the bill 
course* aver to the other body and they 
will reeiit any change in the future. 
Those of us who are determined to pro¬ 
tect nonsmokers from second-hand 


smoke will have to continue that sort 
of effort and vigilance. 

Leet anyone conclude I have a venge¬ 
ance against smokers, I do not, L**C me 
say thbc x hope that a* part of this pro¬ 
gram‘we will include Brooke ’cessation 
clinics so that employee* acre** the 
Federal Government have a chance and 
opportunity to quit with medical su¬ 
pervision and assistance, if needed* I 
really believe this is a terrible addic¬ 
tion, I have seen it in my own family 
and among my friends, and we should 
extend % helping band to those people 
who genuinely want to stop smoking. 

I want to salute again my colleague 
from Ohio and all of those who support 
this legislation, I am looking forward 
to working with him for not only the 
passage of this bill but more legisla¬ 
tion in the future that protects other 
ncMmokers. 

Mr. VOIiSMSB. Mr. Speaker, will fcha 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. DURBIN,'I yield to the gen¬

This will be¬ 
come * law and that law shall be en¬ 
forceable snd it will be within the 
scope of everyone's good common sense 


to effect the program of enforcement. 
It dam not tie their 

Mr. VOLtSMEB. Mr. Speaker, if the 
gentleman will yield further. In other 
words. It is up to the individual* Within 
the executive branch, they can draft 
regulation*. 

Mr. TRAFICANT. The respective 
groups responsible for the enforcement 
of these buildings shall have a con¬ 
certed plan that conforms with the in¬ 
tent and the scop* of the legislation. 

Mr, VOUKMEIL In other words* you 
could have three different type* of en¬ 
force menu Dike in the executive 
branch, it could he that you lose your 
job for 3d days if yon are caught smok¬ 
ing or else you could he fined 51,000 if 
you axe caught smoking* 

Ir the legislative branch. It could be 
that you are reprimanded and asked 
not to do it again* 

In the judicial branch* it could he 
that you have to go tbs courthouse and 
watch the judge operate for a day. 

Mr. TRAFICANT. At this point, yee; 
but remember, in that courthouse 
there are jury rooms* There are indi¬ 
viduals who come into these Federal 
building* who do not work there. This 
takes into consideration the flexibil¬ 
ity, the differences and scope and serv¬ 
ice of the entity. W# do not jrodoce a 
product. We provide a service and all of 
Tib provide a different service. It la left 
open to he fhir enough to be promul¬ 
gated Into a plan that we can enforce, 
not what wa have now, which la an ab¬ 
solute Jofca. 

Mr. DURBIN. Mr. Speaker, 1st me 
just say in response to my colleague, 
the gentleman from Missouri. When we 
proposed banning smoking on air¬ 
planes. the people who opposed that 
legislation said. "You don't know what 
you’re goisF to get started here. There 
Win he fistflgfct* in the aisle* of air¬ 
plane*. The flight attendants will be 
wres tling the people to the groom! 
They are going to be starting fires in 
the restrooms* We axe going to have 
more lawsuits than you can possibly 
imagine.” 

Do you know what ? It never hap¬ 
pened, Because we announced what the 
policy was, people voluntarily got into 
the program. Smokers and uoesmokera 
alike, we had one incident per 1 million 
airline passengers, one per l million,

EMra indoor 
smoking must be banned, or 1 must be Sorted 
to separately verftated smokfcg areas. Seper 
rate smoking sections toe! are no? separately 
v&ntiiafed are not acceptable, becsuee the 
srocka rsdrcufatas through the bUWirg’s van- 
tislior system dlrectfy kite the mom* used by 
nonsmo fears. 

HR SSI does not require that agencies es¬ 
tablish separately ventilated smofemg rooms, 
nor does it provide funding for such rooms. 
However, h leaves open the possibility o i sep¬ 
arate ventiafori in cases where separate ven¬ 
tilation could be accompanied without fttgnif- 
cant cost. Of course, toe simplest and teas* 
expensive way to protect people from second¬ 
hand smoke is to bah smoking todoore. 

Federal employees arid visitors to Federal 
buddings deserve environment that is free 
from toe hazards of secondhand smoka, 1 
have receded letters and phone caBs tram a 
number of Federal employe since my bill 
was imroducad, describing too shortcomings 
c* the present Federal smoking poficy and to* 
rwad tor greater protections so tat those esrt- 
ptoyaes. cart breathe toe air to their workplaces 
without being subjected to secondhand 
smote. 

A Federal smoking bar would give Federal 
workers toe same protections tnat many of 
their private sector counterparts enjoy. The 
Society ter Human ftes Management 
has periodically surveyed its members regard¬ 
ing their smoWng pc*8o«&> to 196$, orky 2 per¬ 
cent of toe Sons that responded had a no¬ 
smoking poky. By 1991* 34 percent of the 
firms that responded indicated they have do¬ 
ctored their fec&gtt arrotefree, Today toe 
percentage w indoubtodJy even larger, The 
Federal Government should provide sknltar 
protection. 

employees of some Federal agencies are 
already abte to breaths treaty without expo¬ 
sure to secontfiand smoke. The U.S, Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services, toe u.S.

Ijet me join other* of my co2ioa$rues 
1C saluting the work done by the gen¬ 
tleman, from Ohio (Mr. TrajicaistJ on 
this bill. It te a vary difftetUt till. It 
was a very difficult legislative effort 
th# gentleman from Ohio put forth in 
behalf of the House and in behalf Of th* 
people of America Who need to be pro¬ 
tected from what is called STS, or the 
environmental tobacco tmoke. So I 
rise In strong support of the bUl. 

I hope it 1# gives positive treatment 
in the other body and then become* the 
law of the land, because I think with it 
will come savings 1c America, not just 
In money, because it is known that to* 
b&cco smoke in ra-oirculated and 
things get dirty and people have to 
have their clothes cleaned, and on and 
on; but there will b# savings in live* 
also because people have adverse 
health effects from breathing 5n smoke 
directly or breathing in second-hand 
smoke. 

I say that with. I guess, i* some trep¬ 
idation in a way, because I am from 
Kentucky, which is one of the major 
tobacco States in the Nation, but it 
has be*n my observation, as I go back 
home virtually every week, that more 
and more people are reaching the posi¬ 
tion which this bill posit*, which is 
that etnokisg and tobacco use, smoke 
itaelf, are hazardous to human health. 

I think It ought to be noted that this 
bill occurs on what we call th# Suspen¬ 
sion Calendar which te reserved usually 
fer noncQDtrcversial hills. 

Back in 296$ when the gentleman 
from ZUlnoSs, who preceded me in the 
well and also had great couraga in 
moving the bill toward banning smok¬ 
ing in airplane*, hi a kind of bill* which 
l also supported, could never have been 
put on this kind of docket. 

Why is th* bill of the gentleman from 
Ohio [Mr. TRAFICANT} on this Suspen¬ 
sion docket? It represents a change in 
thinking on the part of the American 
people. There has been a change in 
thinking on the part of the American 
people concerning smoking and health. 

I think the bulk of the American peo¬ 
ple feel that any reasonable, respon¬ 
sible, organised and preannounced ef¬ 
fort, a* this is, to tell us the new roles 
of the road will be supported. 

So Mr. Speaker, I salute the gen¬ 
tleman from Ohio for bringing us to 
this point. I tope that am* colleagues 


in the Hons* c&n support the bill and l 
bop# eventually it becomes ths Iftw of 
the land.
